Endures Hardship for Purpose. 


Van Zandt has evolved the theory that in 
order to understand the character of the 
classes which he wants to reach, those whose 
consciences and morals have been ground to 
pleces by the barbed wheels of hardship and 
adversity, he must be on the same intimate 
terms with hardship and adversity that they 
are; he must feel agthey feel in order tosym- 
pathize with them and to show them the 
path that will lead them out of their troubles. 

As the son of a bank president and a stu- 
dent at the University of Chicago, he didn't 
think he could feel just the way a scavenger 
feels, so he decided to become a scullion in 
order to get more nearly the other’s view- 
point. ; 

It also occurred to him that if he was going 
to become a missionary it might be well to 
know something about culinary economics 
and he hoped to pick up something of this 
science in his work about the kitchen. 


‘Ideals Get Hard Jolts. 


He has been there a month and his view- 
point is changed, al) right: It got a severe 
jolt the first day he was at Lake Geneva, 
and by the end of the first week it had turned 
a complete flipfiop, and he felt that it would 
be presumptious for him to seek to frater- 
nize with scavengers on terms of intimacy. 
He hardly dared aspire so high. 

Also he has some entirely new ideals in 
process of incubation, and every once in 
@ while some old one is jarred loose and 
falis with a sickening thud. 

One of his most cherished ideals about 
the Greater Democracy and the Equality of 
Man was smashed the first Sunday he was 
there and he has not been able to find all 
the pleces yet. 

It happened this way. Philip’s father, his 
mother, and two of his younger brothers 
went up to the club to spend Sunday as guests 
at the clubhouse, Young Van Zandt had 
been there a week, and it had been a hard 
week with the long hours of work, and he 
was pleased to see his family. 


Barred from Dining Room. 


Being a bank president's son he naturally 
does not feel himself to be any different 
from the packer’s son, or the lawyer’s son, 
or the merchant's children who belong to 
the club. So when it came time for dinner, 
after he had turned the ice cream freezer, 
thrown out the garbage, cleaned up the 
pots and pans, fixed the fires, and scrubbed 
the grease up from the floor where the cook 
had let it spill over, he cleaned himself up, 
put on his coat, and went into the dining 
room to eat dinner with his family and the 
other guests. 

There are always snobs in the world and 
there are some at this club. Philip had been 
there’ a week, every one in the club knew 
about him, and they knew, too, that, his 
father, George Van Zandt, president of the 
Prairie State bank, was a guest at the club, 
yet just because this young man had chosen 
to work out his ideals in the preparation for 
his service in the Christian ministry in his 
own way by accepting a menial position and 
doing the work of the scullery, these Snobs 
objected to his presence in the dining room 
and were so rude about it that he was obliged 
to withdraw.

WIFE DEAD; HUSBAND HELD 


Charred Body of Mrs. John Voss 
Found in the Ruins of House. 


NEIGHBORS HEAR QUARRELS. 


* 


Say Old Conple on Dunning Truck 
Farm Had Disagreements, 


John L. Voss, a truck gardener living near 
Dunning, is a prisoner at the Irving Park 
police station, charged with murdering his 
wife and then setting aire to the house to hide 
his crime. 

The body of the woman, which was found 
after the house had been destroyed by fire 
early yesterday morning, was burned so 
badly that it could not be determined 
whether she had beem killed before she was 
burned or not. The circumstances of the 
fire and the peculiar actions of the husband 
have thrown such a strong net of suspicion 
around him that the police are working sole- 
hy on the theory of murder, and they expect 
a confession frorm him at any time. 

Voss and his wife had had a great deal of 
trouble, and she had left him several times. 
She returned to him two weeks ago after an 
absence of several months, and only last Fri- 
day she told the neighbors she was sure her 
husband intended to kill her. 


Shots and Quarreling Heard. 

When the fire was discovered by neighbors 
it was found that Voss had saved his dogs 
and led his horses out of danger, but he pro- 
fessed to Know nothing of his wife. Later 
he pointed out her charred trunk on the spot 
where the little summer kitchen in’ the rear 
of the house had been. Shots had been heard 
in the night and sounds of violent quarre!l- 
ing. 

So thoroughly were the neighbors and rela- 

tives of the woman convinced of the man’s 
guilt that they had started to lynch him 
when the police arrived. Later it was found 
he had bought ol! on the previous day and a 
package of cartridges was found hidden in the 
barn. All his papers of value, such as mort- 
gages and deeds of sale, were found upon his 
person. There was no insurance of any 
kind, 
An element of uncertafnty Im the case ts 
the man’s mental condition. It is learned that 
his wife had had hfm examined by alienists 
recently. 


Mystery in Former Wife’s Death. 

The couple had been married only three 
years. It was the third husband for the 
woman and the second wife for the man, 
The’ first Mre. Voss secured a divorce and 
@ied five years ago under peculiar circum- 
Bliances. 

Voss and his last wife lived on a thirteen 
acre truck farm at Fifty-sixth avenue and 
Addison street. The previous quarrels they 
had had, originating in small household af- 
fairs, had always been settled by the in- 
tervention of the Rev. H. L. Pflugg of Han- 
son Park Lutheran church. 

Since the last reconciliation two weeks ago, 
however, things appeared to go wrong every 
day. Last Wednesday they had a fight and 
threw kitchen chairs at each other. On 
Friday Mrs. Voss, who was a stout, comely 
woman of 40, teld Mrs. Caroline Branden- 
burg, a neighbor, that John was going to 
kill her, for he was getting his revolvers 
ready. She pointed to an upstairs room, 
where she said John was priming his 
weapons. 

House Is Fired Near Daybreak. 

Mrs. Brandenburg; whose house is not 
more than forty feet from the Voss cottage, 
was the one who heard the quarreling in 
the night. From 2 o'clock on, she said, the 
noises continued, and about 4 o'clock she 
thought she heard shots fired. She awakened 
one of her boarders, Michael Dey, and as 
they looked out of the window they saw 
flames coming from two parts of the house, 
the main part and the summer kitchen, which 
were separated by a slight passageway. Dey 
hurried into the yard. 

He heard Voss moving around tn the direc- 
tion of the dark barn, evidently making no 
preparations to put out the flames, Dey ran 
back into the house to rouse the other men, 
and soon Voss came to the back door. 

‘Mike! Mike!’’ he called; “my house is 
burning!”’ 

The men ran into the yard. The house by 
this time was doomed. 

‘* Where is your wife?” asked Dey. 

* She is in front, I guess,”’ said Voss. 

The men got a ladder and climbed to the 
second story room that Voss pointed out. It 
was filled with smoke and no one was in the 
bed. 

Charred Body Is Found. 

“She has gone to Hanson park, perhaps,” 
said the husband, who appeared unusually 
calm, considering the altuation. 

A boy was sent to Haneon park and other 
neighbors arrived. The surrounding houses 
were saved, Voss working among his house- 
hold goods and horses, but exhibiting no 
uneasiness about his wife. A few minutes 
later he walked around to the summer Kitch- 
en and called out: 

“ Here she is. She is burned up.’’ 

The men saw a black heap on the ground 


near a bed of coals. 
‘“‘Hiow did the fire start?’”’ asked a neigh- 


bor. 
“My wife knocked a lamp over,” 


Voss. 

By the time the house was consumed the 
police and two fire companies arrived. Rela- 
tives of the dead woman and neighbors were 
threatening Voss. Some wanted to throw 
bim in the well and others said the fire was 
the best place, but Deteotives Specht, Han- 
ready, Gleason, and Wagge drove the crowd 
back and took the man to the police sta- 


tion. 


said 


Story Told by Prisoner. 

Voss told this story to Lieut. Collins: 

“TI went to bed fn the front room’'and my 
wife was upstairs. She kept some medicine 
in the summer kitchen and went out there 
in the night to get it. I suppose she turned 
over the lamp, for I was awakened by the 
smell of smoke and couid not find her.” 

Voss declared that for eome time his wife 
had been subject to attacks of epilepsy, 
sometimes becoming unconscious as a re- 
sult of attacks of this malady. He said she 
might have fallen in & conv ulsion . and 
dropped a lighted lamp after she had gone to 
the kitchen to prepare breakfast. He denied 
that he had quarreled with his wife Saturday 
evening or that he saw her after she retired 


to her room.

As many as could tried to reach the 
keel, but it was a difficult matter, as there 
was an indescribable tangle of fishing neis, 
lines, baskets, and sail. There was no time 
to help one Phother, as it was all that the 
struggling men could do to keep their heads 
above the water. 


Life Savers in Thrilling Race. 

Within a mile of where the Nora went 
aground is the Hereford Inlet life saving eta- 
tion. Capt. Henry 8. Ludiam was inside 
about to sit down to his dinner when he 
was interrupted by a man, wild eyed, 
drenched to the skin. 

“There's been a wreck,’ the man man- 
aged to get out. “For God’s sake get out 
the boye.”’ 

Ludlam jumped toatelephone. Five min- 
utes later he and a crew of five were launch- 
ing the government lifeboat. He and his 
men pulled desperately against the thirty 
mile breeze and a sea that was running 
Gangerously high. 

As the life savers neared the Nora they 
shouted encouragement to the mtn clinging 
to its keel. Capt. Ludlam had the greatest 
dificulty in getting through the tangle of 
rigging and close to the upturned yacht. He 
was not a moment too soon, for as he came 
within a boat’s length of the Nora four men, 
weakened from exhaustion, let go their holde 
and began floating away. 


Heroic Work to Save Survivors. 

The rescue was most perilous, as the rough 
sea Was pounding the lifeboat constantly 
against the keel of the yacht. Capt. Ludlam 
himself leaped from the boat and swam 
around picking up men. 

A few minutes after the last man was taken 
from the water the sloop yacht Violet, Capt. 
Lilly, came up and the eighteen men were 
transferred to her and taken ashore. 

The disaster to the Alvin B., Capt. Samuel 
Bunch, of Grassy Sound occurred about half 
an hour later. There were twelve persons on 
board, a private party that had chartered the 
boat for the day. The steamers Ocean City 
and Isrella put out to the craft, while Capt. 
Ludlam reached the scene later after his 
rescue at the Nora. The occupants of the 
Alvin B. had a better chance for their lives 
than those on the Nora as the mast was not 
broken. One man was stunned, however, 
when the yacht turned over and he drowned. 

Among those who volunteered to care for 
the rescued was Mayor John Weaver of Phil- 
adelphia, who has been spending several days 
here. 

Six Go Boating, Three Perish.

Themast,, 


MAN KILLED BY AUTOMOBILE 


Chauffeur Locked Up Pending In- 
quest Into Boulevard Death. 


CLEW TO IDENTITY LACKING. 


Policeman and Farmer Vietims—Park 
Board to Hold Inquiry. 


One man kflled, another maimed and per- 
haps fatally injured, and a third knocked 
down and bruleed was yesterday’s record of 
automobile aceidents in and near Chicago, 

The man who lost His life has not been 
identified. He wae run down at Washington 
street and Michigdn avenue at 7 o'clock in 
the evening by a car belonging to the Coey 
compafy and driven by Roy Ickes. 

The auto, which was going ten miles an 
hour at the time of the accident, was stopped 
before the rear wheels of the machine 
passed over the body. Ickes was driving 
the machine on the left side of the street. 
A north bound Indiana avenue electric car 
was sounding its gong. 


Falls in Front of Auto. 

Ickes had turned from the car tracks 
towards the west side of the street to get 
out of the way of the car, when the man, who 
had stepped from the sidewalk, apparently 
fell in front of the auto. His head struck the 
granite block pavement, and the front wheels 
of the heavy machine passed over it and 
his shoulders before Ickes could stop his 
car. 

Ickes leaped from the machine and went 
to the man’s assistance, as did Henry H. 
Lippert, 7131 Eggleston avenue, who was sit- 
ting in the front seat of the automobile with 
Ickes. 

The man was unconscious. There. was a 
cut on the back of his head, and he had 
several severe cuts and bruises about the 
face. 


Dies on Way to Hospital. 

While the injured man was being conveyed 
te St. Luke’s hospital he died, and the body 
was taken to McNally & Duffy’s under- 
taking rooms, 518 Wabash avenue. 

The machine had been hired early in the 
afternoon by Mr. Lippert, who with his wife 
and three children and H. C. Rau and wife, 
637 Maryland avenue, Milwaukee, had been 
on a tour of the Chicago parks. 

Ickes and the other occupants in the auto- 
mobile were taken to Central station and 
questioned by Capt. Gibbons and Lieut. 
O'Toole. Then Ickes was taken toa cell at 
the Harrison street station, where he will be 
held pending the outcome of a coroner's in- 
vestigation, 


Chauffeur Arrested Year his 

Ickes was arrested June 15, 1906, in con- 
nection with the death of Mrs. Blizabeth 
Wood, 48 years old, 3154 Prairie avenue, who 
was struck by an automobile at Thirty-#ec- 
ond street. and Michigan avenue. After 
being held at the Cottage Grove avenue po- 
lice station for a day he proved an alibi and 
was released. 

After the accident last pa Ickes told 
the police he never again would drive an au- 
tomobile. 

“I was driving my machine about twelve 
miles an hour. When I reached Washington 
Street the man, who appeared to be dizzy, 
attempted to seize a lamp post, and instead 
of doing so fell in front of my machine. I 
stopped almost instantly and hurried to hi 
assistance. It wag not my fault that t 
man was killed.”’ 


Victim Lacks Identification. 

The victim of the accident is described ag 
being about 60 years old, 5 feet 10 inches in 
height, and of slender build. He wore @ 
goatee and a small mustache. His hair was 
reddish mixed with gray, and he was clad in 
a black serge coat and vest which bore the 
appearance of much wear, and striped trou- 
sers. A letter addressed to “ Captain W. F. 
Purdy, 20 Michigan avenue,” was found in 
his possession. 

Capt. Purdy of pe Illinois naval reserves 
told the police he @id not know the man. 


Hurtin Runaway Caused by Auto. 

Joseph Zarbriggen, aged 45, a Lake county 
(Ind.) farmer, was injured, probably fatally, 
as the result of a runaway caused by an au- 
tomobile frightening his horses. Both Zar- 
briggen’s legs were broken and he was hurt 
internally. He was removed to his home 
im the auto that caused the accident. Robert 
M. Stites, 1818 Foster avenue, Chicago, drove 
the machine. Zarbriggen was driving south 
of Hammond when he met the car. Stites 
went to his assistance and took him to hig 
home. 

Policeman Run Down and Hurt. 

George C. Rew, vice president of the Calu- 
met Baking Powder company, Ohio and St. 
Clair streets, living at the Plaza hotel, was 
arrested in the afternoon after he had run 
down Lincoln Park Policeman William Casey 
in an automobile, slightly injuring him. .Ac- 
cording to the police Rew had stopped in 
his automobile to listen to the band concert 
in Lincoln park. Casey was on duty there, 
and when Rew began to back his machine 
out of the crowd it started up at high speed 
and knocked the policeman down. 

Although he was injured Casey arrested 
Rew afterachase. Rew droveto the Chicago 
avenue station im company with the police- 
man and was released on bonds. He will be 
arraigned before Justice Mayer today. 


Park Policeman Is Sugpended. 

Whether a revolver bullet is justifiable in 
stopping an automobile when a policeman 
fails to get satisfaction any other way will 
be determined by the south park board. Park 
Policeman Extward Shewbridge, who pun< 
tured the tir@é of H. C. Flonacher’s tourin,, 
car when the chauffeur refused to obey a 
command to stop in Jackson park, was sus- 
pendéd by Supt. Foster, pending an inquiry 
He is ready to make a fight to regain his 
position. 

“The machine was going at least fifteen 
miles an hour,” said Shewbridge, “ and when 
I ordered the chauffeur to stop some one in 
the machine sald to me: ‘ Twenty-three for 
you.’ At that I drew my revolver and fired.” 

Shewbridge is big and strong and doesn’t 
want to quit his job. He used to play base- 
ball and football at Northwestern univer- 
sity and now is taking a course in the medical] 
department while working. He will appear 
in the Hyde Park police court this morning 
to progecute Albert Sebas@an, Flonacher’s 
chauffeur.

Landslide Covers Track. 


The wreck occurred a short distance above 
Chelsea. At this point a terrific rain storm 
in the afternoon had swept tons of earth and 
rocks down from the high embankment. 

The landslide must have occurred after 
dark, for no report of it had been made. 

Into this landslide the express crashed at 
full speed. The train broke, and all the for- 
ward section plunged across the southern 
tracks and dove into the river. 

The first reports that reached Fishkill 
Landing and Poughkeepsie were that five of 
the passenger cars had gone into the river. 

This was contradicted half an hour later 
by Division Supt. McCloy, who left Moll Ha- 
ven yards on a special. 

Engine Hurled Into River. 

He reported at midnight thai’ the engine 
and baggage car were down the émbank- 
mem and that five cars were off the track, 
but all of the Pullmans had stuck to the 
ratie. He said thet it was impossible then 
to say how many had been injured as they 
were being hurried awey to the Fishkill 
hoepital as quick as they coukd be extr- 
cated from the wreckage. 4 

Later he reported that the heavy trucke of 
the firet passenger car sank into the earth 
and stuck. On this car the rest of the train 
piled up. 

Elevated Trains in Crash.

Fatal Crash in Indiana.

CAR PASSENGERS INJURED

CUMMINS DEFIES 
~ POLITICAL FOES. 


Iowa’s Governor Asserts Per- 
kins Men Can Have Fight to 
Finish if They Want It. 


REJECTS “PEACE” OFFER. 


Letter to State Chairman Styles 
Plan to Decide Contests as 
Revolutionary. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Des Moines, Ia., July 29.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Cummins took up the chailenge of the stand- 
patters tonight and came back in a statement 
that if they wanted a fight they could have it, 

His answer was in the most vigorous Eng- 
lish and he made it plain he would fight to 
the last ditch. It took the shape of a letter to 
Chairman Spence of the republican state 
committee. In it he distinctly refuses to sub- 
mit his claims to the state committee, and, 
after accepting notice of contests in tweive 
counties served on him yesterday, says: 

“The moment has arrived for speech so 
plain that it cannot be misunderstood. I 
deplore the discord which seems inevitab!e, 
but I will not swerve a hair's breadth from 
the course I already have outlined to Mr. 
Perkins in my reply to his former letter. 1 
have no authority from the delegates from 
any county to speak for them o” to submit 
their disputes to any tribunal. They must 
and they will protect their own rights in the 
manner which seems to them most effective. 

“For myself, and myself alone, I ‘say to 
Mr. Perkins, his manager, to the committee, 
and to the republicans of lowa that I recog- 
nize in the notice simply another step in the 
execution of a plan conceived months ago 
to override the majority of the convention 
and rob us of any victory that we might win 


Styles Plan Revolutionary. 

“ Many of the contests specified in the no- 
tice were determined upon by’ the Perkins 
management before even caucuses in the 
counties were held, and it requires some ef- 
frontery to expect me to assist in carrying out 
a dishonest scheme so adroitly prepared. 

“I have no doubt that Mr. Perkins and 
his counselors believe I am unworthy of 
the office I seek. I cannot change their be- 
lief, but I shall give them conclusive evi- 
dence that Iam not weak minded in so faras 
I am personally concerned. I absolutely re- 
fuse my assent to the jurisdiction which the 
committee is asked to assume. 

“The committee has no authority to de- 
cide contests or protests for purposes of* 
organization or any other purpcse. No re- 
publican state convention ever has invested 
the committee with any such authority. No 
republican state committee in Iowa ever has 
exercised any such authority. The course 
proposed is revolutionary_and overturns the 
long established custom of the party. 


Sees Iniquity in Scheme. 


“A convention that would permit a sham 
contest to be imposed upon it for the mere 
purpose of decimating its members would be 
unworthy of its party, and would forfeit 
the respect of all decent men. When such a 
contingency arises it must be met with a 
resolute spirit and the obstacle surmounted 
with fairness and courage. 

“A moment's consideration must demon- 
strate the iniquity of the scheme now pro- 
posed. Do not forget the state central com- 
mittee has been called together to hear these 
contests under the demand coritained in the 
resolution adopted by the adherents of a 
candidate for office. The majority of the 
committee is in sympathy, it is well known; 
with the ambitions of this candidate. I ask 


a majority of the members of the committee 
were my political friends, the demand would 
be made?

A 
defeated faction has de®rmined to accom- 
plish by artifice what it could not accomplish 
in a fair fight before the republican voters. 
It in effect bolts the nomination made by the 
voters in the customary way. This faction 
has the right to bolt. but I intend to do what 
I can to make it clear that it is bolting. 

“I will not consent to the exclusion of 
the delegates who have been instructed for 
me in Scott, ANamakee, Carroll, Audubon, 
Dallas, Lyon, Boone, and Polk unless they 
are excluded by vote of the organized re- 
publican state convention, and I will not 

consent to the submission to the state centra! 
committee cf their right to sit in thé tem- 
porary organization of the convention.” 


Issue Up to Committee. 

This puts the situation squarely up to the 
state committee. On its decision tomorrow 
hangs the question whether there are to be 
two conventions or one, two sets of candi- 
dates and two platforms, all calling them- 
selves republican, in Iowa this year. The 
standpatters are positive tonight the com- 
mittee will stand pat and stick to the pro- 
gram of making a temporary roll. 

The Cummins people insist the committee 
will back down. They claim there are a 
number of anti-Cummins delegates who wi’! 
not stand for the standpat program. The 
chancés for a compromise are not good 
Both sides are in a fighting mood, and if the 
committee takes definite action tomorrow it 
then will be fo late. The first how! from 
protested delegates came tonight when the 
advance guard of the Scott county delega- 
tion got totown. Former Congressman Joe 
R. Lane and Col. G. Watson French were in 
the party and had a number of things to say. 

“Why should we go before the committee 
to prove our right to sit in the convention,” 
asked Col. French. The republicans at home 
gave us our credentials; we do not get them 
from the state committee. Pe. 

“We know nothing about this, anyhow, ex- 
cept what we have read in the newspapers. 
No notice has been served on us that our seats 
have been contested. We have not even been 
invited to go before the committee. Things 
have come to a fine pass when the regularly 
elected delegates to the republican state con- 
yention in Iowa have got to come to Des 
Moines and proved their right to seats.” 


Denies Contest in Scott. 

“So they are going to throw us out of the 
convention, arg@ they?” remarked former 
Congressman Lane. 

“ Well, we are a pretty husky set of people 
down in Scott county, and they will find they 
have a job on their hands if they undertake 
it. As a matter of fact, there is no contest 
in Scott county atall. The men now claimed 
as Perkins delegates never made a claim in 
Davenport of being elected delegates. They 
never even asked to go to the convention. 
This contest was got up as an afterthough* 
and has no basis in law or fact. Everybody 
in Scott county and the Second district 
knows it.” 

Scott is the most important county. con- 
tested. It has been a Cummins stronghold 
for years and has thirty-five delegates, next 
to Polk and Woodbury the largest number 
of any. Woodbury is the home of Mr. Pes- 
kins and Polk of Gov. Cummins. The latter 
Was not contested, but is “ protested,” :

ANSWERS PAMPHLET CHARGES 
AT WATITA HALL MEETING. 


Nobody’s Business How He Got His 
Money, He Declares—Solitary Dis- | 
turber Answers Question—Charac- 
ter and Reputation Assailed in Cire 
ciilar Which Is Mailed to Democrats | 
of the Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth 
Wards. 


Ex-Ald. Tom Carey, who is seeking the dem- 
ocratic nomination for congressman from the 
Fourth district, took the platform yesterday ° 
afternoon before a large meeting in Watita 
hall, Halsted and Forty-seventh streets, to 


on his character and reputation. The anony- 
mous attack, in pamphlet form, was sent by 
mail to thé democrats of the Twenty-ninth 
and Thirtieth wards. The only light on the : 
mysterious authorship was thrown by Mr. 
Carey. himself. 

* A good joke was sprung on me just before 
the meeting commenced,” he said in opening 
his speech.:*‘ An old friend said, ‘Tom, that 
was a wise move you made in publishing 
those pamphlets; they made votes for you.’ ”’ 

Later he stated that he did not charge the 
authorship directly to either of his opponents, 
James T. McDermoft or Frank Murphy, and 
did not know who Issued them. 


“Anti” Raises His Voice. 


Ex-State Representative Edward Cum- 
mings read the pamphiet and denied the 
charges. They were multitudinous, but laid 
particular gtress on the insinuation that 
Carey had been affiliated with the trusts, 
had made a million and moved from “ back 
of the yards” to Grand boulevard. 

Although the meeting was enthusiastic for 
Carey, there was at least one “ anti’ in the 
hall. In starting Mr. Cummings read the 
introduction of the pamphlet article: 

“To the votere of the Fourth congression- 
al district: Tom Carey does not live in this 
district. but he wants us to send him to con- 
gress. Do you know why?” 

The lone “ anti ’’ shouted: 

“ Yes, he wants the money!” but the ery 
failed to prove popular. 

“As alderman and ‘boss’ of ‘the 
yards’ district Tom has made §$1,000,000 
by doing the dirty work of the beef trust, the 
gas trust, the ice trust, and the street car 
trust,”’ the article continues. ‘“ He sees an- 
other $1,000,000 in it for him if he can fool 
us into sending him to congress. The beef 
trust wants to keep on selling us bed meat 
and other trusts want to keep on robbing 
the people.” 

Points to “Jungle” Character. 


After rehearsing the “ trust’ charges in 
detail, the anonymous writer closes: 

‘* Do you remember ‘ Mike Scully,’ the man 
in ‘The Jungle’ who got rich buying and 
selling the working people for the trusts? 
‘Mike Scully? was Tom Carey. Since Tom 
made his $1,000,000 he is too good to live 
among us working people. He has moved to 
Grand boulevard among the swells. But he 
can’t go to cangress from the district where 
the swells live.”’ 

Carey won repeated applause in declaring 
his allegiance to the people “ back of the 
yards.’’ and by mentioning his prowess to get 
jobs for workingmen. 

“I made, I won't say a littl, money—a 
whole lot of it—but as long as I made it hon- 
estly I don’t think it’s anybody’s business 
how I made it or how I spend it,”’ he said. 

Numerous other speakers were strong in 
their declarations of Carey asa friend of the 
common people and a man who can “do 
things.”’. They termed him the “ harmony 
candidate.’’ 


Opponent Claims He Will Win. . 


It looks to some as if Carey would have 
a fight to land the congtessional nomina- 
tion. 

James T. McDermott is Mr. Carey's chief 
opponent. He is 34 years old and is em- 
ployed by Neison Morris & Co. as a tele- 
graph operator. He organized the Affillat- 
ed Telegraph Operators in 1892, which ought 
to give him a strong union vote, he thinks. 

“Carey is out of the running,” he said 
earnestly last night. ‘‘ The Twenty-ninth 
and Thirtieth wards will go solid for John 
Traeger for sheriff. There is a strong per- 
sora! animosity against Carey.” 

McDermott is a brother-in-law of George 
Fieming, president of the South Side Munici- 
pal Ownership league. 

Mr. Carey, however, has met with geome 
success fn his «fforts at harmony. This was 
evident when Roger Sullivan introduced 
James J. Gray to a number of friends at a 
spaghetti supper at Considine’s saloon, 
Campbell avenue and Madison street. John 
Owens was there; so was “Billy” Skid- 
more, the gambler, and John J. McLaugh- 
jin.

CROWD COMES TO RESCUE OF MBS. 
ANNIE HAGEMAN. 


Husband Goes Into Store at Halsted 
and West Twenty-first Streets, Near 
Canalport Avenue Police Station, 
and Paul Lavinsky, It Ia Said, 
‘Seizes and Draga Her Into Alley— 
Spectators Frighten Assailant, Her 
Spouse Returns and Makes Capture. 


Within a stone’s throw of the Canalport 

avenue police station a woman was dragged 
Into an alley while her husband was making 
a@ purchase in a nearby store last evening. 
She was rescued and hér assailant was cap- 
tured after a struggle. The woman is Mrs.

Mr. and Mrs. Hageman left their house 
early in the evening to take a walk. At Hal- 
sted and West Twenty-first streets Hageman 
went into a.store, his wife staying on the 
walk outside waiting for him. 

As she was standing there Lavinsky, it is 
said, stepped out of a hallway and approached 
her. She turned her back but he persisted, 
seizing her by the arm. Mrs. Hageman held 
back with all her strength, only to be dragged 
steadily toward the alley. As she left the 
walk she cried loudly for help and redoubled 
her efforts to resist. 


Help Comes; Assailant Flees. 

Her calls brought passersby to the spot 
before she had been drawn far from the walk 
and Lavinsky fled. Hagemam came from the 
store at this time and could not see his wife. 
He heard the outcry, however, and hastening 
to the crowd that was gathering found his 
wife almost overcome from exertion and 
nervousness. 

Lavinsky had not gone far before Hage- 
man took after him, catching up with him 
at the end of the alley, from which there 
was only the one exit. The two men clinched 
and struggled for a few minutes, when Desk 
Sergeant Burns ran up, having heard the 
shouts in the police station. Lavinsky stil! 
resisted and it was only after a hard tussle 
that he was overpowered.

The “club” room is in a secluded place at 
the rear of the building on the first floor and 
is watched constantly by a negro attendant. 
The only requisite for admission is the pos- 
session of one of the tickets issued when 
membership is taken. The ticket entitles the 
holder to “all privileges of the organization.”’ 

Inspector Nicholas Hunt did not seem great- 
ly concertied over the chief's invasion of his 
district. 

‘*Tt’s up to the chief, if he wants to come 
out here,’’ he said. “I have had noreport of 
liquor being sold at the hotels. If I had I 
should have stopped it.”

Dodge Responsibility for Pres- 
ence on Payroll of Accused 
Justice Clerks. 


PUT MATTER UPTODUNNE. 


Mayor Declared to Make Appoint- 
ments of Men Who Serve 
as Court Officers. 


Responsibility for the presence in the city 
employ of two police magistrate clerks who 
have operated bling resorts*and, Incl- 
dentally, furnished police protection for 
them, is being shifted by police and city offi- 
clals under whom the men are employed. 

Justice A. J. Sabath, in whose court Manny 
Abrahams, keeper of the gambling dive at 
451 Halsted street, is clerk, said y 
that he was not responsible for the presenc 
of Abrahams in his court and that he coul 
not oust him if he wished. 

“ You see, the city sends me my clerk and 
I have nothing to do with the hiring or dis- 
charging of him,” said the magistrate. 

Chief Promises 

Then Chief of Police Collins, whose patrol- 
men have failed to enforce the law and who 
have winked at crime because of the oper- 
ations of these clerks, was appeared to. 

“I didn’t know until Lseaw Tus Trisuws 
that Abrahams kept a gambling house,” said 
the chief. “ However, I shall investigate. I 
can’t discharge the clerk even if it is true 
He is under control of the city controller.”. 


Then the city controller was sought and it ' 


was learned that the mayor was responsible 
for Abrahams’ presence in Justice Sabath’s 
court. 

The only person who admitted having 
heard that Abrahams was a gambler before 
his Jekyl-Hyde personality was divulged in 
Tue TRIBUNE was Justice Sabath. He sald 
that somebody had spoken to him regarding 
the impropriety of his cierk making a gam- 
bling house his headquarters and that he 
had called him to task. 

*‘T asked him about it and he denied that 
there was any real gambling there,’’ said 
the magistrate. ‘ He said that he sometimes 
played ‘ sixty-six ' or some like game in there 
for the drinks, but nothing nearer gambling, 
so I did nothing more about it.” 

The clerk had a conference with the magis- 
trate, however, before the close of the day. 
He could not be found and the outcome of 
the conference is not known. 


Like Situation in Kelly Case. 


The same situation prevents the discharge | 


of Clerk John Kelly of Justice Dooley’s court 
at the Desplaines street station. Nobody 
seems to have any authority to take him to 
task for securing police protection and gam- 
bling at the Dewey club, Washington boule- 
vard and Green street. 

There is some possibility that the patrol- 
men and plain clothes men whose duty it was 
to close these places will be called upon the 
“ carpet "’ im Chief Collins’ office today, how-~ 
ever, to,explain their failure to stop the 
gambling operations of the court clerks. 
Two men in particular are believed to have 
knowledge of the affair that may enlighten 
the chief of police. These meén are the blue- 
coats who travel the beats in South Halsted, 
near Maxwell street, and Washington boule- 
vard, near Green street.

from the labor standpoint. 
swarm everywhere in and out of doors and 
they must take care of each other if they 
do nothing more, because the mothers of the 
families are engaged in more serious occupa- 
tions, while the fathers, if there are any, are 
either unwholesome invalids on a cot bed in 
the corner or else are away at work and re- 
turn at night much too tired out to cons 
tribute ‘anything to their simple domestic 
management. 

But from the time a child is really able to 
walk alone, and after it has acquired a suffi- 
cient sense of proportion to be trusted not to 
fall out of a window or through the fire 
escape, it is depended upon more or less to 
contribute to the support of the family. 


Little Ones Soon Learn to Sew. 

Flower making is almost given up to chil- 
dren less than 12 years of age, with the pos- 
sible supervision of a girl two or three years 
older. All of the garments made at home 
are partially constructed by small children. 
Both boys and girls easily learn to sew on 
buttons; take out the basting stitches, and 
do the simple things which take up a 


mother’s time, but which are all required | 


before the pitiful wages paid can be earned. 

Take the case of the macaroni makers, an 
industry which is confined to the purely 
Italian quarter, where the people eat it 
as a staple and where it is as well recog- 
nized as the curious baked beans which 
the Xiddish children in the streets buy by 
the cupful and eat with singular relish from 
little paper bags. Macaroni may be made 
in a simple fashion in almost any basement 
or upstairs tenément. It has to be dried on 
peculiarly shaped racks or ladders, which 
are never as clean as they should be. 

It is best dried in the sunshine, of course, 
in an open court, and there a little girl with 
a baby in her arms can watch the macaroni, 
indulge in some sports with her friends, 
keep off obtrusive cats, and occasionally re- 
pel the incursions of rapacious flys and more 
unpleasant insects. 

At some stage of the manufacture of al- 
most everything in a tenement the omni- 
present little girl of the family takes a hand. 
She is generally more tractable than the 
boys and better adapted to home work. Be- 
sides, the boys are attracted by the freedom 
of the streets, and are always willing to 
make a few pennies selling papers, although, 
curiously enough, mpch less of this news- 
paper money ever gets into the home than 
most people imagine. 


Headache; Soon It’s Typhoid. 


Now and then Rosie, or Sophie, or Rachel 
develops a headache just as other children 
do.- The ache grows into a long continued 
pain. She droops around the house and per- 
haps drops the baby once or twice. Finally 
typhoid or something kindred develops, long 
after the time when it would be recognized 
in a better educated family. 

It is the greatest danger of child labor in 
the tenements that during every period of 
incubation of the most dangerous diseases 
these children keep about their work until 
the last possible moment. 

In the handling of macaroni or any other 
food product there Is, of course, much greater 
chance of infection to outsiders than in 
the case of artificial flowers or men’s gar- 
ments. 

It may be that a man’s house Is his castle, 
and that the law cannot say how or when 
the authority of the parent over the child 
shall cease, but it does seem that when this 
household labor results, as it must do so 
often, In the spread of disease, the rights 
of the community must be considered above 
everything else. ° 

Taking one consideration with another, it 
is doubtful whether the people in the tene- 
ments themselves would suffer, if the law 
prohibited most employment in the homes, 
because, as I have already discovered, in al- 
most every case the manufacturer pays more 
for work done on his own premises than for 
that which is done at home.

It shows how 
rapidly and in what unexpected quarters 
the ranks of the criminals are being re- 
cruited. The transformation of the hard- 
working boy into the robber is something 
no policeman can prevent. The reforma- 
tion of juvenile criminals has been taken 
In hand by society with some measure of 
success, but the number of those criminals 
is alarmingly large.

Unfortunately this ls not the first time that 
Oscar hap exposed himself to insinuations of 
this nature. Thus, Norway's famous poet, 
playwright, and novelist, Bjérnson, was 
never tired of declaring that the objection of 
the king to his writings was attributable to 
the jealousy ofa soured and not wholly suc- 
cessful literary rival. And on one occasion, 
when Oscar had criticised in a‘ particularly 
unsparing manner one of the plays of: the 
poet, which was produced with immefise suc- 
cess not only in Scandinavia but also in 
Paris and elsewhere abroad, the irascible 
bard flew into such a rage that he at once 
proceetied to challenge the king to fight a 
duel, and to grant him satisfaction on the 
field of honor. 

Oscar, instead of either ignoring the chal- 
lenge or of acgppting it on the ground that 
by entering into literary competition with the 
authors and playwrights of his dominions he 
had placed himself on a footing of equality 
with them, at any rate in such matters, gave 
orders for the prosecution of Bjirneon ona 
charge of lese majesty, an offense which, as 
I have previously had oecasion to relate in 
these columns, entails not only fine but also 
protracted terms of imprisonment. In con- 
sequence thereof, Bjérneon sought refuge, 
first in Germany and afterwards at St. 
Petersburg. where he remained in exile for 
many years, directing thence that Nor- 
wegian nationalist campaign against Oscar 
which culminated last year in that menarch’s 
loss of the throne of Norway.

That Bjirngon contributed more than any 
one else to the emancipation of Norway from 
the Swedish rule is a notorious fact and uni- 
versally acknowledged. That the poet was

It will be necessary also to reach a com- 
mon decision respecting the place where a 
divorce shall be sought and granted. Thou 
sands of persons migrate to other wines 
simply for the purpose of divorce. The only 
notice given frequently to defendants Is 
publication of the fact that a petition for 
separation has been filed. 

Statistics the ceneus bureau is to gather 
will cover the twenty year period from 1887 
to 1906, inclusive. This period was selected 
to enable comparison with a census taken 
in 1886, which covered twenty years. Dur- 
ing that period. 328.716 divorces were grant- 
ed out of a total of 484,683 applications. 

Tt is estimated that during the last twenty 
years at least 1,000,000 divorces were granted 
and that applications for divorce numbered 
in the neighborhood of 1,400,000. These fig- 
ures do pot represent, of course, the total 
married infelicity. but omly that class which 
preferred separation and dissolution of the 
marriage relations without regard to the 
publicity involved.

Illinois Once Banner Divorce State. 

In the report of the cerisus of 1886 Illinois is 
given the doubtful compliment of being the 
banner state so far as the number of divorces 
granted {s concerned. In that state 6,068 di- 
vorces were granted on 10,242 applications. 

Some months ago, when the census bureau 
was estimaéing the probable number of di- 
vorces granted in each state, it was suggested 
that 20.000 had been decreed in Illinios during 
the last twenty years. This is conceded now 
to have been wrong. It is believed that 40,000 
would be nearer the mark, and of this number 
Chicago has furnished a large proportion. 
The investigation by the census bureau will 
be along broad lines, in order that the laws 
expected to follow its competion will be of a 
character to safeguard the institution of 
marriage, which, to quote the president, “ is, 
of course, at the foundation of our social or- 
ganization, and all influences which affect 
that institution are of vital concern to the 
people of the whole country.”

THE PRIMARY BALLOT. 

Each voter who goes to the primaries next 
Saturday will be given by the judges an 
“ official primary ballot.”” It will contain 
the names of a number of the declared candi- 
dates of his party for several of the offices 
to be filled next November. Each voter will 
find at the polls one or more delegate tickets, 
In a ward where thereis no contest between 
rival factions there will be only one ticket. 
In other wards where “ harmony ”’ is want- 
ing the voter can choose between two. 

The “ official primary ballot ” is a novelty. 
Some of the-voters may not rightly under- 
stand it and may be perplexed when they 
come to marking it. With that ballot there 
is no such thing as voting a “ straight 
ticket,” as there is with the Australian bal- 
lot. The voter is expected to read the list 
of candidates whose names are arranged 
alphabetically under the offices they are 
seeking and indicate those whom he prefers. 

The voter may find on the official primary 
ballot the names of candidates representing 
rival elements in his party. He may have 
a stromg persona! preference for the candi- 
date for county judge or congress of one 
element and the candidate for sheriff, treas- 
urer, or other county officer favored by the 
other wing of the party. In such a case 
he indicates on his ballot the judge or con- 
gressman and the county officer he prefers, 
He will not hurt the chances of either by 
yoting forthe other. He will simply vote a 
split ticket, as he does when he marks his 
Australian ballot for men selected from op- 
posing parties.

ENORMOUS RECEIPTS A BIG FAC- 
TOR IN WEAKENING VALUES. 


Prospects of Continued Heavy Bun of 


New Grain Also Stimulate Bearish 
Endeavor and Discomrage Holders 
—Foreign Situation an Influence 
Outweighed—Weather the Key in 
Corn and Oats Markets—Hog Prod- 
ucts Dull and Little Changed. 


Enormous receipts here and at other pri- 
mary points, with indications of a continued 


heavy run from the west and the southwest, 


were largely responsible for a further de- 
pressing of values in the wheat market last 
week. General sentiment was of a more 
bearish complexion than at any time since 
the new grain began to move to merket. 
Traders who had been “on the fence” for 
‘weeks swung to the selling side, and numer- 
ous bulls, heartily discouraged at the fail- 
ure of the market to respond more fully to 
the array of bullish foreign news, unloaded 
holdings on a large scale. The week end 
prices showed declines of 1%c for July, %c for 
September, and 4%@\c for December, as com- 
— to the final quotations of the previous 
week. . 

There are those among the more persistent 
bulls who refused to be budged from their 
belief that, in view of the high quality of 
the new grain offered, prices would seek a 
much lower level, no matter how heavy the 
movement might be in the next few- weeks. 
They insist that the grain is worth all, if 
not more than it is bringing on the merit of 
its excellence alone. They also believe that 
the general foreign situation has been too 
lightly weighed, and they appear to have high 
aoe * a big increase in the demand from 
abroad. 


Russia Sends Bullish News. 


Almost every day of the week was marked 
by bullish crop advicés from southern Rus- 
sia, and the relative firmness of important 
foreign markets was based largely on these 
reports. The talk of unseasonable conditions 
in Argentina also was voluminous and a 
factor of strength in Europe. Those among 
the more conservative are not taking all the 
bad reports from Russia without the proverb- 
ial grain of salt, and are disposed to move 
slowly until the offerings from that country 
speak of the actual damage done from the 
continuous rains. The political situation in 
the czar’s realm is being closely followed, and 
the bulls who believe that a revolution is 
inevitable figure that a full fledged uprising 
might entirely shelve Rusegia as a commer- 
cial possibility, especially so far as its rela- 
tions with the markets Europe are con 
cerned. 


Big Run Expected This Week. 


It was estimated late in the week that the 
receipts of wheat at this market this week 
would approach 5,000 cars and advices from 
the northwestern points indicated that a 
heavier movement to Duluth and Minneap- 
olis was to be expected this week. With the 
general demand reported but little improved, 
the bears figure that the local accumulation 
may become burdensome within the next 
week or so. 

‘‘ Some important export business has been 
worked,"’ said a trader who Is reputed for 
conservatism, “‘ but to date it has been asa 
drop in the bucket as compared to the big 
farm offerings. I have no doubt that all the 
business done in this lime has not been re- 
ported, nor do I believe that the figures given 
out fully represent the extent of the export 
flour business transacted within the last 
fortnight. There is method tn bedrishness 
as well as tn bullishness. Surface conditions 
apparently are more bearish than br'li:h, 
but, if my judgment counts for anything, 
I think that the recent selling here and in 
other leading markets has been overdone.” 

Conditiong in the spring wheat country last 
week were generally favorable to the satis- 
factory progress of the crop, but there was 
throughout the period a sprinkling of rust 
reports, some of which emanated from un- 
questioned sources. Unbiased men who have 
been over the three principal states believe 
that if everything goes well for the next 
two weeks the spring wheat yield will be 
heavy, but not much in excess of that of last 
year. ‘‘ Farmers” on the exchange floor 
agree with experienced agriculturists of the 
northwest that sensational things may de- 
velop within the next ten days on both sides 
of the international boundary. 

“It ts not too late for big damage to be 
worked to the spring wheat crop,”” said the 
owner of a large Minnesota farm. “ Two 
years ago we up there were confident that 
the outturn would be enormous and of ex- 
cellent quality. It ts not difficult to recall 
what happened to the grafn. Rust develops 
while one looks for it and can’t find it, and, 
under weather condition such as are in order 
now it spreads with incaloulable swiftness.” 


Weather the Big Factor in Corn. 


Corn prices last week generally ruled high- 
er than those of the week before, although 
late in the period there was considerable pres- 
sure on the strength of beneficial rains in 
sections of the belt that have been loud In 
their cry of drought. The first half of the 
week was marked by hot and dry weather 
throughout the belt, and it was on the belief 
that the crop had been set back, if not ma- 
terially damaged, that traders took freely 
to the buying side. Important longs added 
materially to their lines, and covering was 
generously indulged in by shorts. Showers 
later in the week relieved the market of 
much of its anxiety, and the selling pressure 
became pronounced at times. Considgrable 
caution was prompted in bearish circles by 
the continued light acceptances of bids sent 
into the country. The run of grain to this 
market was not heavy, and there was noth- 
ing in the attitude of farmers to indicate an 
early improvement in the movement. The 
cash demand was disappointing as a general 
thing, but the east, said to be possessed of 
smal! stocks, displayed marked interest if 
not voluminous buying orders. 

Students declare that the market is al- 
most entirely a “ weather proposition,’’ and 
that values should keep close to the present 
level until more is known of the crop con- 
ditions. The week end values showed ad- 
vances of ic for July and September and

Oats Lose Early Firmness. 


Oats, sentimentally following corn, and 
being influenced by weather and crop con- 
ditions, were strong in the earlier opera- 
tions, displaying a weak undertone late in 
the session. Some of the leading bears sold 
on all the hard spots on the reported favor- 
able progress of the crop in a large area of 
the northwest and on more encouraging ad- 
vices from sections of the west and central 
west. There were many reports of poor 
thrashing returns, but the offerings of the 
new grain were large enough to bring out 
pressure from cash Interests. It was fig- 
urea that, 
were large, the immediate arrivals were bare- 
ly sufficient to care for the current demand. 
Stocks are not burdensome, and the bulls 
are playing on the prospect that unless the 
movement from the farms becomes much 
more pronounced the accumulation will not 
become such as to warrant a much lower 
level. That the yleld will be much lighter 
than that of last year is generally conceded, 
and, as a bull said: ‘ Conditions are of the 
sort to work for a higher level throughout 
the year, for it has been proved that last 
years enormous outturn was not burden- 
some.”

Chicago Stocks. 

In the local stock market the declaration 
of an extra dividend of 2 per cent on Ameri- 
can Shipbuilding common did not improve 
the price. The announcement evidently had 
been discounted, though in the ten days pre- 
ceding the declaration the advance was but 
a few points. 

The Diamond Match directors declared the 
usual quarterly dividend of 2% per cent. The 
two new directors on the board, one of whom 
at the épecial meeting of shareholders last 
May advocated a reduction in the rate, seem 
to have been won over to President Barber's 
way of thinking. So it is probable nothing 
will come of the agitation among the share- 
holders. One of the old directors, who re- 
tired to make room for one of the new, is 
again back on the board, is made a vice presi- 
dent, and will probably be genera] maneger 
of the company. He is an especial favorite 
of Mr. Barber and was formerly assistant to 
him. So if the shareholders expect any 
change In the Barber régime they will be dis- 
appointed. 

The Biscuit shares have been firm. Thisis 
especially true of the common. The market 
for it is well taken care of. The price is held 
up so that there is no temptation for stock- 
holders to part with their holdings, as there 
would be if the price were allowed to decline. 

American Can shares have not yet been 
taken up and made active or firm. As several 
times announced, the large inverests in the 
company are also large operators in the New 
York market. When they again become 
active in the latter they will probably give 
the Can shares a lift. 

The elevated raflroad stock has remained 
dull. The consolidation plans have pro- 
gressed as well as could be expected. All of 
the roads are agreed that consolidation is 
desirable. Three of the four have practically 
agreed to terms. The other road, the Metro- 
politan, does not feel satisfied with the offer 
made it. There is a possibility that a consol- 
idation of the three roads may be effected aj 
an early date with the probability that even- 
tually the other will come in. 


Money and Bank Shares. 

The local money market rules firm. The 
minimum rate is generally 5% per cent. 
There is no great demand, but the banks are 
preparing to run strong in the coming au- 
tumn. 

The market for bank shares rules steady 
and quiet. Chicago National stock has ex- 
perienced a firmer market, owing to the be- 
lief that John R. Walsh will raise money to 
build the Chicago Southern and so greaily 
improve the position of hisinvestments.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 

With few exceptions trade in wholesale 
and jobbing circies shows a volume seldom, 
if ever, exceeded at this season. The move- 
ment of general merchandise of all kinds 
continues unprecedentedly heavy, rafilroad 
earnings breaking all records, and fears of 
a serious car shortage are expressed by traffic 
officials, when the heavy shipments of oats 
and corn are added to the enormous mar- 
ketings of new wheat. 

Seasonable goods of every class have sold 
unusually well in a retail way, making un- 
usual demands on the wholesalers. The de- 
mand for lumber, paints and olls, glass, and 
structural steel and iron was unabated. Or- 
ders for fall delivery are coming in freely, 
and’ indications point to a volume of autumn 
business equaling {ff not exceeding the im- 
mense trade of a@ year ago. 

Leather goods were reported steady with 
an excellent inquiry, dealers in boots and 
shoes having booked orders ahead until next 
February. In provisions there was a good 
trade, although not quite as heavy as earlier 
in the season, the prevailing high prices 
cutting off some of the demand. 

Dry goods and cotton goods were normally 
active for the midsummer season. Dairy 
products were in brisk demand, with prices 
for butter a shade higher, the production 
having dropped off recently. 

The feature of the grain trade was the con- 
tinued heavy marketings of new. wheat, 
receipts at Chicago having been the heaviest 
in a number of years, while the country 
acceptances to date are probably in excess 
of any previous year during the month of 
July. It is estimated that nearly 20,000,000 
bu of new wheat have been bought to ar- 
rive by local elevator interests. A smal! 
export business is being worked daily by 
local houses, with the probability that ex- 
ports will increase on any further decline 
in values.
